BUREAU OF MINES EXHAUSTS 


FUNDS; REQUESTS MORE MONEY 


Emergency Appropriation of $!li;500 


VrsoU by DlrtH-tor Holmes In 


Report 10 Congress. 


Director J. A. Holmes of the United 


States Feclernl Bureau of Mines, has 
asked 
the 
House 
to 
make 
an 


emergency allowance of $31,500 for 
continuing tho work of his bureau to 
the end of the nscal year. Director 
Holmes says in his communication: 


"The demands on tho bureau, com- 


ins directly from miners in connection 
with mine rescue :ind general mine 
safety demonstration work in the lost 
few months, have far exceeded those 
of any other period." 


He snys further that he neeils $22,- 


000 for continuing rescue work from 
February 1, when the 
present 
ap- 


propriation will be exhausted, to June 
30, and 
S15,500 for continuing mine- 


explosion experiments from January 1, 
when the existing allotment of funds 
for that purpose will be exhausted, to 
June 30. 
The Director says that the cost 


mine explosion experiments conducted 
in the bureau's experimental mine 
near Pittsburir havs been greater than 
anticipated and the funds will be 
exhausted by the end of this month. 
The expense of repairing damages to 
the experimental mine after explosion? 
has been more than had been figurec 
on, as have been other expenses 
the bureau.

the world and yet only a small portion 
of it is Intelligently understood. 
A paper—"A Sample of "What 
I 
Have Learned In My Idle Moments." 
' was by Thomas Fowler, a man who 
in thn early dajs of 
this Institute 
rendered erery assistance possible to 
make every meeting a success, and 
the subject Just mentioned is worthy 
of emulation by all of us here present, 
lor If we would endeavor to Keep in 
touch with our past experiences, tha 
mistakes we are prone to make would 
be reduced to a 'minimum. 
Another important and no less in- 
teresting subject we find was "preaent- 
ed while this organization was yet In 
its Infancy, and is of -no less 
im;- 
. portance today than at the .time, the 
. paper, "Can tho River Coal be 8uc- 
'cessfully Worked on the Long Wall 
System?" was lead, nay^lt is con-, 
sldered by many one of trie foremost 
subject* in mining that ought-to. at- 
tract the attention of every Intelligent 
mine ofllcial of today, especially since 
the visits of some of 
our 
leading 
mining engineers have been delegated 
by the Federal government to visit the 
leading minim? renters of Europe. 
Another Interesting; and 
equally 
as important subject was presented, 
•'"Is After Damp 
Explosive?" 
In 


• dealing with tha characteristics 
of 


• this dangerous element it must 
be 
obvious to all that the object sought 
in the presentation of thii pitper was 
' pure educational benefit, nay, wo can 


SO further, it was humane, for how 
many 
vahiable 
lives 
have 
been 
sacrificed owing Jo the ignorance of 
the true characteristic of a, pent-up 
mini atmo*pbero immediately after a 
disastrous explosion of fire damp. 
The presentation of such Interest- 
ing problems on mining and the diffi- 
culties attending the safe management 
of the same to a body of practical 
mining men, such as the Institute at 
' that Urn* wa. composed of. cannot 
fail to impress you of the earnestness 
v of ths purpose set out to accomplish. 
Following this paper which delved 
' '.down into the possible dangers and 
difficulties that mine 
officials 
are 
sometimes called upon to take part in. 
The records show that the late Frank: 
T. Hogg gave «n 
interesting 
and 
edifying address on hi» (at that time) 
recent visit to the coal 
mines 
of 
Europe, the lesson to be learned by 
personal brnervatlons by such an In-: 
telllcent mine o1nci»T as the late Mr. 
Hogg, who had so recently visited the 
son» 
that 
was 
producing large 
quantities- of coal from, astonishing 


• depths, and at a time when the min- 
ing industry of ihis country was suf- 
. fering for lack of intellectual interest, 
tho experience pained, as related to 
the members of the Institute, In ar- 
' resting the black diamonds from thg 
boweto of mothrr earth during 
the 
long, tedious years 
the 
European 
mine officials had been engaged in, 
was certainly pregnant with valuable 
information, especially as given by no 
less person than the one named as 
giving the address. 
The subjects dealt with as Just re- 
lated to you were favorably mentioned 
in the public press, as well as by the 
mining Journals of that day. Such 
being the case, it was not at ail sur- 
prising that these 
unselfish 
efforts 
should attract the attention of min- 
' ing men of all classes. As a result we 
rtnd that when this Institute was yet 
in its infancy, not more than five 


, months old, the late William Jenkins, 
Mine Inspector (at that time) of the 
. Second Bituminous District, addressed 
the members of the "Advancement of 
Mining." At this time the Mining Law 
of 1885, only a little over two years 
old, was made an enterprising subject 
on which the late 1. M. Watt. Mine 
Inspector of the Eighth Bituminous 
District, delivered an intelligent and 
edifylDF address. The lesson learned 
. from the latter, no doubt Inspired Ex- 
Mine Inspector Henry Louttit, at a 
' subsequent meeting, to point out to 
the members of the Institute. 
"The 
Specific 
Duties 
of 
Mine 
Superintendents, Mine Fdremen and 
Fire Bosses: Lighting of Coal nines 
by Electricity," a paper prepared and 
read by John 
Porter, 
is 
ample 
evidence of the advanced ideas that 
at that time prevailed, and with all 
1 the advantages at hand during the 
past quarter of a century, very slow 
progress had been made effecting this 
advanced idea of assisting the miners 
in their dark and dangerous occupa- 
tion, yet the spirit of the paper in 
question is by no means shorn of the 
idea involved, which was to better 
' enable the miner, while at work, to 
more easily discover the treacherous 
slips and almost invisible crevices of 
the overlaying strata under which he 


; is compelled to earn a living lor him- 
self and those dependent upon him. 
To the inefficient light supplied to the 
miner can be attributed to a large 
per cent of the numeious injuries ana 
fatal accidents that lire so prevalent 
at the present day. 
For a short time, taming from the 
channels of educatioi 
that 
would 
ultimately lead to this saving of life, 
limb and property, *'e find that the 
operators' interest, f-om a financial 
point of view, hud by no means been 
neglected or forgotten, lor we find the 
question following tin subject so re- 
cently mentioned, to pe: "If a Room 
be Driven 30 Feet Wide and 240 Feet 
Deep, in a Seam of Coal 5 Feet iu 
Thickness, How Many Tons of Coal 
Could be Expected to be Recovered 
From Same. AsKUmlig the 
Specific 
Gravity to be 1.35T" 
No doubt the 
solution of the lat er question in- 
spired Joseph BloW'jr to prepare a- 
paper on "Stall and Pillar Workings," 
which was read at a subsequent meat- 
Ing. No doubt it must be obvious to 
some of you, that in many Instances 
the system of working out coal in 
the manner just mentioned far sur- 
passes the prlmltlvr customs, which 
we cannot reaaonab y call a system, 
of driving 30-foot rooms, leaving the 
pillars to be irretrelvably lost, even.If 
we are so fortunate to drive rooms a 
distance of 240 fee:, maintaining a 
width of 30 feet. Whether the discus- 
sion ended in favor >f the "Stall and 
I'illar System," I am not able to say, 
but It is reasonable tr infer that, while 
lighting and the acvanced methods 
of working the Pittsburg seam, the 
safety of the miner aid the protection 
of mining properties in general, must 
evidently have urouaed the inquisi- 
tiveness of ths 
m< mbers 
of 
the 
Institute, for we find that at a meet- 
ing held November 2ttth, 1887, a com- 
mittee. was appointed to test safety 
lamps, with a \iew of ascertaining 
which was the most sensitive in the 
presence of an inflammable mixture 
of gas and air. 
The committee arpointed to con- 
duct this Interesting experiment, were 
William 
Seddon, 
James 
Louttit, 
Matthew Creevy, H<nry Louttit,-the 
Ute William J. Moll! son and Malcolm 
Cockran, who since this 
time 'has 


passed over to the majority. I wish- 
to inform you gentlemen, in behalf 
of this Committee, that we lacked the 
'elaborate arrangements that are at 
the present' time Installed at 
the 
Bureau of Mines, neither had we an 
extensive number of different types of 
lamps, the inventors or builders of 
which would, if allowed, make you 
believe that so far as safety was con- 
cerned they had It cornered* equally 
as tight as ever "Old Hutchy" had the 
Chicago wheat market. 
At this time ws had only In general 
use the old un-bonneted CUnny, *np 
the famous Davy, and as stated, we 
had no elaborate 
arrangements 
to 
make the test, tut owing to the fact 
that at this time were were not at all 
troubled with air-currents 
traveling 
at 
high 
velocities, 
we 
Ignored 
(through Ignorance) that important 
test of passing the flame. The object 
being in this test, or experiment if 
allowed to use that phase, was to 
actually determine the sensitiveness 
and behavior of the lamps in question, 
in the presence of small accumula- 
tions of gas, such as a lire boss was 
apt to meet with in his early morning 
rounds before admitting the- workmen 
for the day, for it must be remember- 
ed that jui IntelligeDt-.oplnlon or. true 
decision had "to be arrived at during 
these visit* at this time, 
for 
the 
•miners were 
admitted -with 
open 
Jights. "As a result; any deviation 
from ttM true state at affair* would 
certainly be attended with lose of life, 
limb and i property, hence the object 
of the test as stated. The arrange- 
ment*, "lor conducting .these"experi- 
ments white not as profuse and as 
scientific as w«^are apt'to- find at the 
present day,' yet • would1' Bear- com- 
parison a»'to the »one of safety we 
could rely on as indicated 
by the 
behavior of th'i lamps we tested. The 
proof of this assertion 
was 
fully 
demonstrated when we all returned 
outside 
without 
a 
scratch, 
or 
semblance of a burn, ' after having 
spent in the Black Diamond Mine of 
W. H. Brown fc Sons, several hours in 
the presence 
of 
an 
inflammable 
mixture, in one of the entrances lead- 
ing to some old .workings, that un- 
doubtedly at tills time was thoroughly 
loaded with that dangerous element, 
flre damp. 
At the conclusion of the experi- 
ments that had been entered into dur- 
ing: the day, it was decided by a 
majority of the committee that tho 
Clanny lamp was the most sensitive 
in 
the 
presence of an explosive 
mixture. 
Maybe that nationality of 
those who constituted the Committee 
bore some influence on this decision 
However, as it is not the intention of 
this article to debate on the merits 
of the decision Biven. but to relate to 
you some of the transactions which 
took place during the early lire of 
this Institute, we will pass on to the 
next Important paper—"The Benefits 
to be Derived From Complying With 
the Mine Law,'! by Hodger Hartley 
This gentleman was one of the pioneer 
coal operators in the Plttsburg dis- 
trict. It must have been a source 
of pleasure to the Mine Inspectors of 
that day-to learn that amongst the 
numerous individual operators and 
owners, there V.AS at least one who 
was willing to comply1 with the Mining 
Law, and certainly -it muft have been 
a source of consolation to the framers 
of' that instrument to learn that their 
efforts for the preservation , of 
the 
health and safety of the miner had 
not been In vain, when such men as 
the gentleman mentioned was on the 
affirmative side of complying with the 
law and at the same time ready to 
defend the benefits to be obtained by 
strictly adhereing to its .principles. 
The impression made at this meet- 
ing as a result of the discussion that 
followed the reading of the payer In 
question, must have at that time 
aroused the sympathy of the members 
of this Institute in fully realizing what 
good to be derived from the New 
Law, for they decided 
to 
advance 
another step, commonly called going 
one better. We find that at a. subse- 
quent meeting in the Institute it was 
unanimously decided that, owing to 
the fact that the Monongahela river 
district was at this time, as it ha% 
been in years past, engaged In pro- 
ducing Its full share of mineral wealth 
and was contributing its full share of 
funds in the support of this Common- 
wealth, being so 
they 
reasonably 
argued that it was not unreasonable 
to expect something substantial in re- 
torn in the form of relief to the In- 
jured who In their dally occupation 
should meet with an accident. 
As a result of this it was decided 
to appoint the following 
members, 
Thomas S. Hutchinson, Henry Klnlock 
and William Seddon, to act 
as 
a 
committee to confer with the Gover- 
nor of Pennsylvania, and I well re- 
member 
corresponding 
with 
the 
honorable gentleman on the subject 
of a proposed hospital for .the river 
district. 
He in turn 
treated 
the 
matter with the highest courtesy and 
invited the committee to make him a 
personal visit, at which time he woiil<3 
be able to ascertain the true facts 
relative to the 
needs of such an 
Institution. 
Similar to many other 
good resolutions and Intentions, for 
some 
unaccountable 
reason, 
the 
matter was allowed to die without 
accomplishing' anything tangible. 


By this time the interest taken in 
the transactions of this Institute had 
become so popular that when less j 
than a year old, or on January 21, 
1SSS. an all day session was held.
